Bombs wrere thrown and numerous 
buildings were set afire, damages 
aggregating $200.000 resulted when 
a soft goods store was bombed and 
burned.

armed invasion of Tuam and the 
town is now quiet.

Resolute

4:10 the yachts had sailed 
half of the leward course and were 
within 7% miles of

according to range finders on des­ 
troyer following the race. 
At 4:15 however, the Shamrock 
began picking up, gaining 25 or 50 
yards to a mile. 
Six miles from

ing by 200 yards with less than 5 
miles to go. The wind had dropped 
to six knots.

Rate Increase Necessary. 
A general rate increase on rail-1 
roads, probably for both freight and ! 
pa^-onger service. will be the ini-1 
mediate result of the 21 per cent 
wage increase; awarded to the rail­ 
road workers by the Rahway La­ 
bor Board in Chicago, according to 
Benjamin Me Keen, vice president 
ot the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
in 
charge of the Southwestern region. 
Just, what the percentage of this 
possible increase may be McKeen 
could not state, but he said that 
the rate advance would not greatly 
affect the shippers. 
The distribu­ 
tion of this advance will be in all 
of the departments of railroad ser­ 
vice. he predicted, because 
the 
policy of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been so stated. 
. McKeen said that he felt 
the 
wage increase proposed by the La­ 
bor Board to be quite liberal, al­ 
though he had thought for some 
time that the employes were en­ 
titled to a higher scale. 
“There are approximately 25.000 
employes of the Pennsylvania in 
the Southwestern region who will 
be affected by this proposed 
new 
rate.” he said. 
“On 
the 
whole, 
there has been less unrest and dis­ 
satisfaction evinced in this region 
than in the others, although we 
have had several local disturbances. 
“1 feel that the wage increase 1st 
a liberal one and that the men 
should - he satisfied. 
It is a fact 
that railway men have always earn* 
ed a substantial livelihood, but that 
is no determination of the propel 
wage.

“The question before the board 
was not that the men were makipg 
a sufficient living wage, but that* 
this wage be in proportion to sal-1 
aries paid by other industries and 
commensurate with the increased 
cost of living.

Dublin,^ Juiy 21.—A daring raid 
was carried out by armed men at 
the King’s Bride terminus of the 
Great Southern railroad last after­ 
noon and resulted in the destruc­ 
tion of three railway cars filled 
with military stores, which were 
being guarded by ten soldiers. 
The raiders, armed with revov- 
ers, drove up in motor cars and 
surrounded and disarmed the sol­ 
diers and afterxvards set fire to 
the cars. 
The fire brigade was 
summoned .but the men refused to 
extinguish the flames when the 
circumstances were learned. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, 
the firemen 
kept 
the 
flames from spreading beyond the 
military stores.
